School Report. 





To the Citizens of New Durham: 


Another year of school work has been completed; 
hence a report from the School Board of the work done ts 


now due. We think that in justice to our teachers 
as a whole we can say that they have acquitted themselves 
honorably. While in most instances they have been em- 


inently successful, your School Board understand the few 
failures that have been made as well as those who have 
personally suffered from them. No Board of Education 
can always fully satisfy either themselves or their con- 
stituents. From the variety of teachers who apply for 
schools, we make the best possible selection, but the real 
merits of those teachers can not be known till practically 
tested in their respective schools; so be assured that 
whether success or failure marks the result, none have a 
more intense interest than your School Board. Each re- 
spective district knows full well the quality of work ac- 
complished by its own teacher, though in most instances 
where failures occur, parents and guardians are principally 
at fault and the worst feature of all is, they are ignorant 
of the fact, so some one else is invariably blamed. 

The additional work of moving, selling and repairing 
certain school houses in town, was also left in charge of 
your School Board. Of this we would say: The three 
school houses in the centre of the town have been put in 
_good repair, except the Birch Hill house, which needs 
shingling. The Caverly and Powder Mills schonl houses 
have been partially repaired and should be completed. 

The lot formerly owned by Ira Evans was_ purchased 
(as recommended last year) and the upper Ridge school 
house was moved upon it and partially repaired. An out- 
building was also moved to this lot and another to the 
South school lot. ‘The lower Ridge school house was sold 
at auction to Silas Dame, after having reserved the seats, 
desk, blackboard and stove, which should be placed in the 
South school house. Hence we recommend that ar 
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amount be raised sufficient to complete the repairs and 
build the necessary out-buildings. 

Below we give a financial report of the money re- 
ceived and paid out by the Schuol Board for the year end- 
ing March 1, 1890.
